ALL SHOULD HEED. 


Matter What Opinions May be 
Held About the Philippines Ques- 
tion Good Citizens Should Main- 
tain the Honor of the Flag-—En-

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) June 28.—‘‘'He 
won with our boys in blue, and he will 
be our President, “too.” 

Thus ren one of the banner inscrip- 
tions displayed today in the Milwaukee 
flower parade, of which. Gov. Roose- 
velt was the center of attraction.. But 
this apparently did not interest -the 
Governor half as much as did that 
other displayed everywhere .and -on 
every lip: “Our Teddy.” 

The Governor’s part in the flower 
parade was to lead it in the undeco- 
rated carriage of Capt.. Fred Pabst, ac- 
companied by President Hackett,-Gov. 
Scofield and Lieut. Ferguson. He was 
driven’ to where the parade formed, 
and, preceded by a mounted escort and 
a band, started on a carriage journey 
through the ranks of 250,000 spectators, 
drawn up on both sides of Grand and 
Prospect avenues. 

Photographers by the score levelled 
cameras at the Governor, and he 
shouted to them: ‘The Spaniards did 
not do anything as bad as that.” Lit- 
tle girls and young women ran out to 
the carriage and threw in clusters of 
roses and bunches of sweet peas until 
it was a bower of flowers. : 

In the hats of hundreds of men were 
little white cards on which was 
printed: “Teddy 1904."" Time and time 
again the shout went up from the street 
corners and crowded office windows: 
‘Roosevelt for President!” 

The Governor was on his feet nearly 
ali the time he was in his carriage. He 
was kept constantly bowing. The 
cheering at every part of the line was 
tremendous. Old Harvard graduates 
seemed to be stationed at every corner, 
for the shout was continually going 
up: “Rah—Rah—Rah Harvard!” This 
especially delighted the Governor.

‘JEROME (Ariz.,.) June 28.—Fire 


broke out in the United Verde Copper 
Company’s reverbratory furnacé last 
night, and is still burning fiercely. The 
reverbratory is the largest of its kind 
in the’ United States, and is directly 
under the railroad track. Back of it, 


a few feet, are a number of coke bins. 


To the north are the vitals of the 
mines, the power-house representing an 
investment of $250,000. The fire ate 
away.the works, holding 500 tons of 
coke. This.mass of inflammable mate- 
rial fell with a crash on the fire, and 
the whole made a most.intense heat. 
No effort was made to-save the eoke, 
but every energy was lent to keep it 
from burning the near-by power-house. 

Tons of burning coke fell through an 
open shaft and set the 145-foot level 
but this was con- 
trolled: after a six-hours’ fight. The 
loss is not known at this hour, but it 


‘ will be heavy, and will fall upon Sena- 


tor Clark alone. The fire originated 
from friction on one of the belts on a 
furnace-blower. Twelve hundred men 
have been thrown out of employment 
temporarily. 

TWO JAP CORPSES. 


San Francisco Fishermen Fear They 
Were Plague-infected. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 28.—The 
bodies of two of the Japanese -sailors 


*- of the plague ship Nippon Maru were 


found in the bay today, and towed to 
a point offshore by fishermen, who were 
afraid’ to touch the bodies more than 
was necessary to attach a rope to them 
for towing purposes. The Coroner was 
notified, and the bodies were taken to 
the morgue, where every precaution is 
being taken to prevent any spread of 
disease, should the men have carried 
any. germs with them in-the bay. It 
is believed that the men were afraid to 
stay on the steamer, and, after attach- 
ing life-preservers to their bodies, 
jumped overboard and were drowned. 

On the trip of the Maru from Hono- 
lulu to this city, a young Japanese girl 
died. of some mysterious disease; and 
was buried at sea an hour after death. 
Apoplexy was given as the cause of 
her death, but the affliction seldom 
seizes one so young, and very few 
Japanese ever die of the complaint: It 
is believed that the disease has been 
stamped out from the Maru, but she 
will be kept in quarantine for some 
time as a precautionary measure.

WANTED HIM HERSELF. 


So Mrs. Kopp Kills Her 
With a Pistol,

SAN. FRANCISCO, June 28.—Mrs. 
Charles Kopp shot and killed her hus- 
band in the parlor of their residence, 
No. 18 Lewis street, tonight. The 
only witness of the tragedy was the 
14-year-old daughter of the couple, who 
had lived unhappily together for some 
time. 

Leaving her dead husband in a pool 
of his own blood, Mrs. Kopp‘locked up 
the house, and going to the home of 
her sister and brother-in-law informed 
them of what she had done. Then 
they all returned to the scene of the 
crime. The brother-in-law blew a 
police whistle, and on the arrival of 
an officer Mrs. Kopp surrendered her- 
self, saying: “I killed him because I 
wanted him all for 1yself.”’ 

Jealousy of a woman named Mrs. B. 
Monti, to whom Kopp was attentive, 
and to whom he had deeded the com- 
munity property during his wife's ab- 
sence in the East, was the cause of the 
murder. Several days ago Mrs. Kopp 
tried to have the property reconveyed 
to her. A quarrel ensued, and she made 
an unsuccessful attempt to shoot her 
husband. 

Tonight she and her daughter 
tracked Kopp and Mrs. Monti to a 
Taylor-street restaurant. On Kopp’s 
return home the angry wife demanded 
that he forsake the woman with whom 
he had dined. Kopp refused, and 
plainly said that he lgdvéd Mrs. Monti. 
‘Then Mrs. Kopp drew @ revolver and 


| sent a bullet into her husband's fore- 


head, killing him instantly. He was 
a retired restaurant-keeper, aged 57 
years. She is 44 years of age, not un- 
attractive in appeararice, and appar- 
ently of a mild disposition. 


CHINA IS WEEPING. 


That is to Say, the Empress Dowager 
Feels Weakness.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) June 28.—It is re- 
ported at Peking, according to news 
received by the steamship Empress of 
China, that the Emperor will resume 
power next month; another report said 
that about June 20 a new. Emperor 
would be proclaimed. One authority 
believed the new ruler would be a 
grandson of the late Prince Kung; an- 
other asserted that a grandson of the 
Fifth Prince (Prince Tun) has been 
chosen to succeed Kuang Hsw. 

The Empress Dowager is said to be 
altogether “out of sorts,’ full of anx- 
iety and much given to weeping. The 
‘palace is far from enjoying a state of 
harmony. The Cabinet is little better. 
“Wang Wen-Shao pleads age and in- 
firmity and then relapses into silence. 
Kang Ki is jealous of the immense 
power now wielded by Jung Lu, and 
despises him. for his inexperience in 
important government business; but 
both hold together for the maintenance 
of the Empress Dowager and the en- 
richment of the Manchus, whose pres- 
ent watchword is “It is going. Grab 
as much as possible while the chance 
lasts.”’ 


SCANDAL AT AGNEWS. 


One of the Patients is About to Be- 
come a Mother. .

LUMBERMEN’S INTERESTS. 


Will be Safeguarded so far as Can- 
anda is Concerned.

NEW LONDON (Ct.,) June 28.—In a

besides giving the old champion a two- 
minute handicap. Yachtsmen . from 
New York and hereabouts are jubilant, 
for the yacht’s sterling qualities must 
come out in a race to windward. 

‘The race was from Brenton’s Reef 


lightship, off Newport, to New London, 
good thirty-eight miles. The De- 


fender was given a two-minute start.

RACES “SIZED UP.”

NEW LONDON (Ct.,) June 28.—Sin- 
gular as it may seem, there appears to 
be perfect unanimity of feeling at the 
Yale and Harvard headquarters to- 
night as to the possible outcome of 
the three races which the _ college 
crews will row tomorrow. 

Both agree that Yale, barring acci- 


‘varsity race that will be rowed for 
four miles down the Thames, just be- 
fore sundown. It is also admitted by 
both that the Yale freshmen crew will 
not have the same advantage over 
Harvard in the racé of two miles up 
the river in the forenoon, while as for 


the four-oared race between the ‘var- 


sity subs over a two-mile course after 
the freshmen race, Harvard has cer- 
tainly the preference. 

The facilities for viewing tke races 
are far better than ever before. In- 
stead of one observation train on the 
right bank of the river, there will be 
long trains on either bank. The police 
arrangements_this year are also im- 
proved, through the kind offices of the 
treasury department. Tonight a dozen 
large pleasure boats have taken up 
positions near the bridge, and other, 
large craft will also be present. 

As an added attraction in sight of 
the finish line’ are the two fastest 
vachts afloat in any waters, the Co- 
lumbia and the Defender. They came 
sailing arandly into the harbor this 
afternoon, after a hard race from New- 
port. 

Tonight's odds on Yale were 5 to 2, 
dropping to 5 to.3 and 5 to 4.

PROSECUTION ABANDONED. 


Petty Larceny Complaint Against 
Mrs. Greenough Dismissed. 


The prosecution of Mrs. 
Greenough on the charge of petty lar- 
ceny has been abandoned. On motion 
of Deputy District Attorney Chambers, 
Justice Austin yesterday dismissed the 
complaint issued some weeks ago at 
the instigation of Mrs. arah Martin, 
commander of Banner e of the 
Ladies of the Maccabees, of which Mrs.

Mrs. Greenough was conse- 
quently accused of the theft, and the 
exposure of the scandal caused her to 
have an attack of nervous collapse. A 
week or two elapsed after the issuing 
of the warrant for her arrest before 
she was able to appear in court. When 
she did appear eventually she entered 
a plea of not guilty, and the date of her 
trial was continued from time to time 
for various reasons, until yesterday Mr. 
Chambers. moved to dismiss the case, 
as he beliéved the ends of justice would 
thereby be best subserved. Mrs. 
Greenough had many friends who 
ould not believe her guilty unless she 
was afflicted with kleptomania.

Assessors not Quite Sure of Their 
Authority to Assess Rolling 
Stock—Los Angeles County the 


Refuxe for the Smureted Cars. 


Trouble is brewing for the fruit ex- 
press companies doing business’ in 
California, and it has not to 
brew, for the climax must come before 
the end of the week. The trouble has 
been brought on by an alleged attempt 
on the part of the conrpanles to avoid 
assessment on their rolling stock, and 
the present prospect is that the effort, 
if such there has been, will be without 
avail, 

There seems to be a feehing amunag 
certain county assessors of the Siat 
that the Continental. Fruit” Express 
Company and the Earl ‘Fruit Coim- 
pany have tried to ‘conceal their roll- 
ing stock, in the hope that it would 
not be assessed. Animated by agita- 
tion on the part of persons who think 
that the corporations. are trying te 
avoid paying their legitimate taxes, 
the assessors in Some counties are tak- 
ing steps to compel the express Cuill- 
panies to submit to assessment. ‘ihis 
agitation has reached Los Angeies 
county, and County Assessor Alexar- 
der Caldwell is hot on the trail of the 
companies, although he is in doubt, as 
yet, as to his authority in the matter. 

As far as can be learned, no as- 
sessment has been levied on, the roli- 
ing stock of the fruit express cotn- 
panies doing business in this State, 
and the neglect seems to be due to a 
lack of knowledge as to whether the 
power of assessment lies with the 
State Board of Equalization or the va- 
rious county assessors. In the north- 
ern part of the State the agitation in 
thematter has taken on a more serious 


aspect.than-in Southern California, and 


this condition of affairs, it is alleged, 
has caused the fruit companies to rush 
their cars into Los Angeles county, in 
the hope that their absence from the 


northern counties would be a means of, 


letting them off paying taxes. If this 
is the case, the companies will find 
that they have failed, for Mr. Caldwell 
is determined to levy on them, if he 
finds that he is authorized to do sv. 
If, on the contrary, it is found that 
the State Board of Eaualization has 
jurisdiction in the matter, that body 
will take immediate steps to asgess 
the express companies on their rolling 
stock. 

It is the lack of knowledge on the 
subject of the authority to levy the as- 
sessment that is keeping the matter in 
abeyance, but today an fltimatum will 
be issued by the State Board, and the 
levy will follow immediately. Mr. 
Caldwell has advised with Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Wilbur on the quesiion, 
but that official is holding back an 
opinion until the State Board shall 
have met today and given an opinion. 
The meeting will be held“Sin Sacra- 
mento, and will be attended by As- 
sessor Berkey of Sacraménto county. 
The latter official has already cited the 
secretary of the Continental Fruit Ex- 
press Company to appear before him, 
and the citation was returnable yester- 
day. Three of the members of the 
State Board were to have attended the 
conference between the secretary and 
the Assessor, and it is probable that 
the result of that hearing will in some 
manner affect the decision of the State 
Board at its meeting today. 

Mr. Caldwell said yesterday: “TI am 
of the opinion that the.authority to 


levy an assessment upon the roll- 
ing stock of the express com- 
panies lies with the State Board; 


but I am not sure of it. If, however. I 
find it is the business of the county 
assessors to make the assessment, 
I will at once take steps to bring the 
companies to’ terms. -What means I 
shall use I cannot tell, but you may be 
sure that the corporations will be as- 
sessed if it is within my power to as- 
sess them.” | 

The local Assessor was in communi- 
cation with Mr, Toland of the State 
Board all day yesterday, Mr: Toland 
being at Sacramento. It was expec:zed 
that a decision as to authority in the 
matter could be reached last night, but 
at a late hour Mr. Toland telephoned 
to Mr. Caldwell that it would have to 
go over until the meeting of the board 
today. One section of the Politica! 
Code authorizes the State Board to as- 
sess the rolling stock of the railroads 
of the State. which are onerated in 
more than one county. Under this séec- 
tion the board has been assessing’ Pull- 
man cars, which are leased to the rail- 
roads. It is claimed that the fruit ex- 
press cars are also leased to the rail- 
roads, and that the railroads are re- 
sponsible for them. If this is the case, 
the power to assess is visted in the 
State Board. If, on the contrary, he 
cars are still under the control of the 
fruit companies, it jis the business of 
the various county &as®essors to assess 
on the cars which were within the 
limits of their respective counties at 
noon on the first Monday in March. Of 
course, it is not known by any one 
Save the railroads and the fruit com- 
panies just Where the cars were on 
that date, and for thiggreason the as- 
Sessors or the State’ Board would en- 
counter a great deal of difficulty in 
levying a proper assessment, but the 
Officials of the corporations, either 
railroad or fruit express, wil! be cited 
to appear and give information in 
either case. and upon this -information 
which will be secured from’ the books 
and records of the companies, will be 
based the various assessments. 

In view of the fact that the law -re- 
quires that the cars shall be assessed 
in the counties in which they were on 
the first Monday in March, the moving 
of cars from one county to anotlfér will 
not prove a means of gettfhg around 
the assessment, for even if all the 
cars be run into one county, where the 
Assessor is known to be inactive, the 
other Assessors still have the power to 
assess the company for the cars in their 

counties at the time the 
assessment was due. No assessment 
can be made later than July ‘1, and it 
is this which has caused ‘the recent 
activity on the part of both the State 
board and several of the Assessors. The 
only thing to be gained by the corpora- 
tions in moving cars from the counties 
in which they are sure to be assessed 
into those in which there is 
a possibility of eivoiding the 
levy, is the getting of their 
property beyond the reach of 
seizure in case they refuse to pay or 
try to avoid assessment. 

It is customary for a large number 
of the fruit cars to stand on side 
tracks in Los Angeles county, but it 
would seem at the present time that 
there is a much larger supply of the 
rolling stock than usual in this county. 
According to Mr. Caldwell, however, 
Los Angeles county will prove a poor 
refuge for the cars if the County As- 
sessors are authorized to levy on the 
rolling stock. : 

Mr. Caldwell said :yesterday: 
would be glad of an opportunity to 
assess the fruit cars. The income 
which would result would make a fat 
addition to the county tax list, and if 
the cars can be taxed it will p:ove of 
benefit to other tax-payers. The as- 
sessment of the cars would, however, 
cause no end o fwork, as the rate of 
assessment would vary with the dif- 
ferent school districts. The State and 
county tax amounts to 1.33 per cent.. 
and the road tax amounts. to .40 per 
cent. The school tax ranges from 0.05 
to 1.35 per cent., and the cars would 
have to be assessed with reference to 
the school district they were in on the 
first Monday in March, but taking the 
lowest rate of school tax, that of 0.05 
per cent. of the entire tax on the roll- 

a 


on the first Monday in March, the tax 
list would be materially increased.” 

Leputy District Attorney Wilbur re- 
fused to give an opinion on the matter, 
although he admitted that he had ore. 
He preferred to wait fos the decision 
of the State board today. “The cfficials 
understand that ‘.os An,zeles at present 
is the resting viace of a large number 
of the cars, and ajso Known that. re- 
gardiess of the number of cars row in 
the county, the assessment can le 
made only on those which were here 
the first Monday in March. Mr. Wil- 
bur was opposed to giving the matter 
any publicity, although he admitted 
that he, with the Assessor, was taking 
steps to reach the corporations and 
coanpel them to pay their share of the 
taxes. 

He intimated that too much publicity 
might cause the railroads to run the 
cars ont of the county before any 
action was taken, thereby avoiding at- 
tachment in case they refused io pay 
the assessment after it was levied. The 
attorney said that the only thing which 
had delayed action in the matter was 
the doubt as to where the authority 
to assess rested, and said that he would 
give an opinion to the County Assessor 
today.

FREQUENTERS OF A NEGRO DIVE 
FITLY PUNISHED. 


~ 


Sixty-five Out of a Total of Sixts- 
seven Cases Disposed Of—Most of 
the Aceused found Guilty and 
Fined or Imprisoned—A Good 
Day’s Work. 


Justice Morgan had a regular field 
day yesterday in the trial of the sixty- 
seven variegated persons charged with 
disturbing the peace in Simpson and 
Brown's Los Angeles-street dive last 
Sunday morning. When court ad- 
journed for the day, sixty-five of the 
sixty-seven cases had been disposed of 
and $167 in fines and penalties had 
been collected—not a bad day’s work, 
taken in connection with th@ other 
regular Police Court business which 
the Justice had to attend to. 

When the court opened yesterday 
morning, Attorneys .Davis and’ Mor- 
rison appeared along with the motley 
crew of defendants, and withdrew 
from the cases of all except Simpson 
and Brown, the dive-keepers, who are 
accused of conducting a_ disorderly 
house, and two of the visitors, who 
still insisted upon a jury trial. All the 
rest of the culprits were willing to 
waive a jury and trust their fate to 
the court without the aid of counsel. 

Davis and Morrison entered a plea 
of not guilty for Simpson and Brown, 
after the court had overruled the usual 
demurrer and denied the motion to dis- 
miss the complaint. The request for a 
jury trial was granted and it was set 
down for July 17. The jury was waived 
for their other two clients, who are 
charged with disturbing the peace, and 
it was agreed that these two cases 
should be taken up at 9:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

The court then took up the hearing of 
the sixty-five other defendants who had 
dispensed with the service of counsel. 
+ First there was a general weeding out 
process. The complaint against a 
number of the culprits was dismissed 
without hearing. by consent of the 
prosecution, as it appeared that they 
were innocent spectators drawn by cu- 
riosity to the orgie. The majority of 
the remainder pleadd not guilty and 
a -goodly number pleaded guilty and 
threw themselves on the mercy of the 
court as the easiest way out of their 
unsavory predicament. ; 
| Sufficient evidence was furnished by 
the prosecution to show that a_ dis- 
turbance of robust proportions was in 
progress when the officers swooved 
down upon the place and pulled the 
whole house. The testimony of as 
many of the defendants as cared to 
make a statement of the case, from 
their point of view, was then heard. 
After every one who wished to speak 
had had his or’ her say. Justice Mor- 
gan entered yp his verdicts and fixed 
the penalties. 

The court adjudged thirty-four of 
the defendants guilty as charged, ac- 
quitted about a dozen others and de- 
clared the bail of two who had failed 
to answer to their names forfeited. 
The remainder of the sixty-five ‘had 
either been discharged without trial or 
were éntered up as guilty on their own 
pleas. 

The penalties inflicted were fines 
ranging from $1 to $5, with the alter- 
native of a like number of days’ im- 
prisonment. The court aimed to make 
‘a uniform penalty of $5 or five days, 
but made allowance for the time some 
of the defendants had already spentin 
jail. .Those who were released on bail 
last Sunday were fined the full $5, 
while the more impecunious ones who 
had been unable to furnish bail, had 
only one day added to their term of 
imprisonment. 

In view of the punishment visited on 
frequenters of the dive the prospects for 
convicting the dive-kepers for conduct- 
ing a disorderly house are considered 
very good. Unless exceedingly poor 
timber is selected for a jury, Simpson 
and Brown will probably be cinched, 
and one of the worst dens of vice in 
the city ‘be permanently broken up,

five veers he left: the government 
wholly to his counselors, while he 
amused himself, as before, in carousing 
and sailing—except that now for this 
latter purpose he sought Archangel on 
the ‘frozen sea.” This experience cre- 
ated a determination to have better 
ports. he boy’s spert opened the 
eyes and heart of the statesman to his 
people's needs. Now begins the e 
pansion of Russia which in Peter's life 
carried her to the Baltic. Black and 
Casp‘an, and which, having now 
reached the Pacific. grasps still at the 
Mediterranean, the Red Sea and the In- 
dian Ocean. Peter, having no ports 
of his own, seized his neighbors’. Rus- 
sia ,was already ‘at war with Turkey, 
and Peter now leads an expedition in 
person against Azof. Turkey jvas not 
then a decrepit state. She was 
stronger’ than any one Christan power, 
and. at this time. victorious in the 
heart of Europe. she was besieging 
Vienna with 200,000 men. Two Rus- 
sian expeditions against the Crimea 
had failed in Sophia's time, as did this 
first one of Peter's. But failure only 
spurred this man. His return from 
this defeat in 1695, at 23, marks his real 
assumption of the government. He 
makes unheard-of preparations for a 
new campaign. Western science’ is 
invoked. * The courts of Holland’and 
Austria send artillerymen: Prussia 
sends engineers; Venice furnishes a sea 
captain. Twenty-six’ thousand work- 
men in extemporized dockyards on the 
Don built the flotilla which shall de- 
scend the river and capture the longed- 
for fortress, opening Russia .to the 
Black Sea.

DAN BURNS AND HIS CHANCES. 
The statement is made by a San 
4 sco paper, and repeated from day 
to day, that there is to be an extra ses- 
sion of the. Legislature for the purpose 
of electing the malodorous, incompe- 
tent and generally offensive Mexican 
colonel to the Wnited States Senate. 
‘As the particular paper which makes 
these statements is infamous be- 
cause of, its yellowness -and gen- 
eral unreliability, but little: «confi- 
dence is placed in its assertions on this 
or any other subject, Even were an 
extra session to be called, there is no 
reason to assume that Dan Burns is 
any less persona .non grata to the 
State Legislature than he was when 
the long-drawn-out contest was on at 
Sacramento last winter, or that he-can 
muster any more strength from any 
quarter than he developed at that 
time. If anything, Burns is even less 
available as a candidate than he was 
three months ago, for since the Legis- 
lative adjournment the members of 
that body have had abundant opportu- 
mity to learn, by personal contact, the 
sentiments of their constituents and to 
have the knowledge borne’ in’ upon 
them with the force of a pile driver 
that a vote for Burns means the po- 
litical damnation of the man who casts 
it. 
‘The Republican majority in the Cal- 
ifornia Legislature are not so weak and 
silly as to destroy the character of their 
members and the future of their party 
in this State by electing a man to the 
United States Senate who could not be 
elected constable by a direct vote of 
the people of any township in the 
State. There is no reason why Re-

KEEP POLITICS OUT OF THE SCHOOLS. © 

To say that politics should cut no 
figure in the management of our pub- 
lic schools, is to state a fact which is 
self-evident. If any, department of 
civil government should be free from 
the baneful influence of political wire- 
pulling, log-rolling, and favoritism, 
the public school system should be in 
that position. Any effort, therefore, in 
the direction of introducing politics 
into the management of the schools 
must be objected to by all good citi- 
|zens as detrimental to the usefulness 
of the schools, and as prejudicial to 
the general good of the public.

BOARD OF EDUCATION WIELDS A 
PRUNING KNIFE. 


Each Extra Room Will Add Only 
Twenty-five Instead of Fifty 
Dollars Yearly to a Prin- 
cipal’s Pay. 


Kindergarten Directors and Assist- 
ants are Granted an Increase 
of Five Dollars a Month 
Without Service Rating. 


The Basis of Payment Changed From 
a Yearly to a Monthly Sam 
and the Year’s Length is 
Left Uncertain. 


At its meeting last night the Board 
of Education made a bigseut in the 
salaries of the principals the city 
schools, raised the pay of the kinder- 
garten teachers, and save for ‘a few 
Slight changes, left the rest of the sal- 
ary list ostensibiy unimpaired. 

Neverthless it may ultimately de- 
velop that the night’s work meant a 
cut of salaries all around, for the sys- 
tem of payment was changed from a 
fixed sum per year in ten monthly pay- 
ments, to a fixed sum for each school 
month. If there are ten months’ 
school, as heretofore, salaries will be 
the same ds in the past, but the ques- 
tion of the length of the school year 
was left unsettled, and this leaves 
room for a possibility that the stipend 
of the teachers may be less during the 
coming year than during the past one. 

The session of the board was a long 
eventful 
and raises in salari@s glimmered a mo- 
ment. on the horizon and then disap- 
peared; and when midnight was al- 
most at hand and the board dispersed, 
it was asurprise to find how well the 
salary schedule had weathered ‘the 
storm. 

The trouble began with a discussion 
of the financial prospects for the com- 
ing year. W. J. Washburn announced 
that economy must prevail, for a de- 
ficit of between $15,000 and $20,000 was 
to be apprehended. Mr. Udell con- 
‘tended that this deficit was a bridge 
it was not yet rfecessary to cross. Since 
it has been in office, he said, the pres- 
ent board has cut down the current ex- 
penses, other than salaries, nearly 
two-thirds. The natura! increase in 
the tax-rate, coupled with this cir- 
cumstance, would, said Mr. Udell, pre- 
vent the deficit. He favored reduction 
of expenses anywhere rather than in 
the teachers’ already meagre pay. 

Judge Hendrick likewise fought 
against any reduction of teachers’ sal- 
aries. His argument was that it is 
the duty of the School Department to 
give the best possible educational fa- 
cilities to the city, and that good teach- 
ers can be secured only by fair pay. 
The Council has never yet reached the 
legal limit of appropriations for schogl 


sufficent. funds were supplied by the 
Council, the blame for 4 premature’ 
closing of 'the schools would rest with 
that body, and that if early -clos- 
ing should. become necessary, it would 
be an evil which would result in ulti- 
mate .gvod, for -it would persuade the 
Council ‘to -be more liberal in future 
years.

The one far-reaching cut made was 
in the salaries of principals. Heretofore 
the principal of a one-room building 
has received $800 per annum, of a two- 
room building, $850, and for each addi- 
tional room an extra .$50 per year. 
Hereafter the minimum salary for prin- 
cipals will be $80 per month—which is 
the same as $800 a year—but the subse- 
quent increase, room by room, will be 
only $2.50 per month instead of $5. As 
heretofore, the principals of half-day 
schools will receive an additional $2.50 
a month for each half-day class after 
the first, that is for each pair of half- 
day classes. This cut reducess the 
salary of the principal of a twelve-room 
building from $125 a month to $97.50 
@ month, and others accordingly. 

The salary of Mrs. Bradfield, super- 
visor of drawing, was reduced from 
$140 a month to $130. ° This was not 
done because of any dissatisfaction 
in the slightest degree with her work, 
but because it was regarded by some 
of the members of the board as unfair 
that she should receive $10 per month 
more than the supervisors of manual 
training, music and kindergarten work.

IRRIGATION BENEFITS. 


ADDRESS GIVEN YESTERDAY BY 
GEORGE H. MAXWELL. 


The Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce Interested in the Sab- 
ject—Forest and Water  ocia- 
tions to Meet, 


The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce iz¢t seaterday at 3:15 
p.m., and were addressed by George 
H. Maxwell on the subject of irriga- 
tion. In the course of his remarks 
Mr. Maxwell said: “The time has 
gone by when it is necessary in Cali- 
fornia to take any time to show the 
benefits to the State which would ac- 
crue from the inauguration of. the 


policy of the Irrigation Congress” for?) 


the reclamation and settlement of arid 
America. That policy is the leasing 
of the public grazing lands, but with- 
out cession to the States, to create a 
fund fer the construction of irrigation 
works in the States; the building of 
Federal storage reservoirs under . the 
River and Harbor Bill to save the 
wasted waters of winter, and the 
pbuilding of Federal irrigation works for 
the reclamation of the arid public 
lands, thus giving to a multitude of 
workers both employment and a chance 
to get a home on the land. 

“The question now is, ‘How are we 
to get it done? What are we to do 
to bring it about?’ We must, in the 
first place, recognize that the problem 
is a national one—that we are deal- 
ing with national resources and na- 
tional policies, with the public lands 
of the nation, and seeking national 
legislation 
tions. No local or State work, how- 
ever earnest, is sufficient by itself. The 
West standing alone cannot inaugurate 
the policy. We must have the co- 
operation of the Bast. 

“Can this be had? Certainly it can, 
if the West will harmonize and g0 


“We must unite with the West to 
od an the East. The chief. difficulty 
in the past has been that the West. 
has not united. One 
State cession, the other Federal ac- 
tion, and the result was an irrepressi- 
ble conflict. The policy of the. Irriga- 
tion Congress for the leasing of the 
grazing lands, is in the nature of a 
compromise. It demands that the title 
to the land be left in the Federal gov- 
ernment until actual settlement, but 
that in the mean time the land shall 
be Jeased, and the revenues £0 to the 
States for irrigation development. 
This is a common ground on which 
every interest in the West can and 
should unite. $500 

e fund, 
works without borrowing a dollar 0 
bonds, or creating a dollar of debt on 


the State, or on any land-owner or ir- 


rigator, We have over 50,000,000 acres 
‘of public land in California. 

“This is a proposition of such enor- 
mous importance to California that we 
must be very careful not to weaken it 
by any State movement which would 
run counter to it. We need not oppose 
any movement for State reservoirs, but 
am that should the gentle- 
men who are identified with the move- 
ment to bond the State to build such 
reservoirs, realize the strength that 
the national movement through the 
Irrigation Congress has attained, they 
would plan their State movement with 
the greatest care, and not try to gain 
support for it by throwing cold water 
on the national movement. There were 
some statements in the announcement 
of the inception of the State movement 
through the press which I am confi- 
dent were made without a full realiza- 
tion of the situation as it now exists. 
It must be borne in mind that no 
organized effort has ever come from 
the people for Federal storage reser- 
voirs or irrigation works until the last 
session of Congress. e demand has 
been for the cession of the lands to 
the States, and this the East has re- 
fused to do. 

IRRIGATION WITHOUT DEBT. - 


“Again we must not overlook the 
fact that «money realized on bonds 
issued by the State will have to be 
paid back with interest. The idea 


is to sell the water to irrigat for 
enough to pay the interest and ally 
to pay the debt. In other words, is 
irrigation under debt, which has pr ed |. 


so disastrous.under the Wright Act. 
On the other hand, Federal appropria- 
tions and. revenues derived from rentals 
of the grazing lands: create a fund 
without any obligation of repayment; 
in other words,.makes possible irriga- 
tion without debt. 

“and above all things we must set 
our faces.against the old theory of 
State cession. To advocate it is to 
destroy the strength of the movement 
for Federal appropriations. 

“With the West united,” continued 
Mr. Maxwell, “we can convert the Bast. 
But we may be sure of one thing— 
they will never convert themselves. 
We must organize and work. The Na- 
tional Irrigation Association, organ- 
ized by ‘members of the National Ir- 
rigation Congress, to give strength and 
permanence to the Irrigation Congress 
olicy, is a central national 
organization, around which every local 
organization in the West can rally sO 
that their combined influence can be 
exerted to a single purpose and con- 
centrated to a single end. 

“Through this Central National Or- 
ganization the great educational cam- 
paign can be carried on through the 
press, through correspondence, through 
public addresses. There are strong 
and influential interests in the East 
that can be brought to our aid in this 
way. The manufacturers of the East 
want new markets. Where can they 
develop them so quickly or on so vast 
a scale as by the rapid settlement of a 
prosperous population in the arid re- 
gion. The farmers of the East want 
near-by markets for their products. 
This stimulus to Eastern manufactur- 
ing will create the demand for their 
food products to feed the workers in 
the factories. The multitudes of wage 
earners in the hives of industry in the 
East want broader opportunities for 
employment, they want something 
more than work, they ~ ~-* chances to 
Let them be shown that 
the latent resources of the West hold 
out to them all these opportunities if 
they will but aveil of them by heping 
to inaugurate a policy under which 
they can be developed. 


THD EDUCATIONAL CAMPAIGN. 
“This campaign of education must, if 
it is to be effective, be on a scale com- 


mensurate with thé magnitude of the 


reaching benefits to the whole people 
of the United States which would fol- 
low the inauguration of the poicy of 
the National Irnigation Congress. The 
only Way this can be done is: 

‘“TWirst—To encourage and strengthen 
local organizations, such as the Water 
and Forest, Socety, irrigation associa- 
tions and farmers’ clubs, to work in 
harmony for the national policy and 
the holding of conventions such as 
held in Los Angeles, on July 19-20, and 
through them to awaken and unify 
public interest ‘throughout the West 
and essure a large attendance at the 
Irrigation Congress to be held at Mis- 
soula, Montana, in September. 

“Second—To establish and maintain 
a press correspondence bureau through 
which every item of news of interest 
to the people generally on this special 
subject, or which tends to correct error 
or set right any mistaken view or 
awaken interest in the great cause, 
should be semt to every newspaper and 
journal in the country. 

“Third—To carry on a correspondence 
with every manufacturer in the United 
States to awaken his interest and call 
his attention to the gréat possibilities 
for the creation of new markets in the 
West by the opening up and develop- 
ment of the arid regions and so get his 
active support for the movement. 

“Fourth—To have delivered a series 
of public addresses before every labor 
organization in the United States to 
point out to the millions of wage earn- 
ers that the arid public domain under 
& proper system of development holds 
forth to the toilers in every field of la- 
bor, opportunities for employment and 
ohances to get homes on the land 
‘which can be found nowhere else op

Claims Her Killing of a Brutal Tor- 
mentor Was Accidental—Story of 
Terrible’ Indignities and Neg- 
lect—Four Years’ Sentence, 


An American woman, Mrs. Evelyne 
Collier, languishes in one of the small, 


State of Sonora, Mexico, and she writes 
to The Times that the story of her 


land. Mrs. 
ter, dated June 26, that she js °4 years 
old, and went to Mexico a little over a 
year ago to meet her husband, who is 
interested in mining there. 
no settled place for her, she says, and 
She therefore went to live with her 
brother, William Frost. Of the affair 
through which she was thrown into the 
old Mexican jail, Mrs. Collier gives the 
following history: 

“Last December we went to Ures and 
lived there all winter. I am of a re- 
tiring disposition, and therefore I kept 
quite closely to the house. I under- 
stood but very little «f their lunguage 
and customs, so did not care to as- 
sociate with the Mexicans and there 
were no other American ladies there. 
On March 31, a little after 7 o’clock in 
the evening, my brother went to the 
store to buy some things for breakfast, 
and left me alone. He had been gone 
but a few minutes when someone came 
to the door and knocked. l asked 
what was wanted, and he «answered: 
‘Is the man in?’ I told him ‘no,’ and 
once more asked what he wanted. He 
answered by insulting me in the most 
vulgar and brutal fashion. I in- 
stantly ordered him to go away, but in- 
stead of doing so he kept on insulting 
me and ordered me to open the door. I 
refused, and again ordered him away. 
He became very angry, and exclaimed: 
‘T'll--kill you. 
money. 
money.’ 

“Cursing and calling me all the vile 
names he could think of, he threw him-

Way to fasten it, 
with a small bench we had for that 
purpose. It was not a secure fastener 
at the best of times; but that night I 
had just carelessly leaned it up against 
the door, for I knew my brother would 
be gone but a few minutes, and did not 
feel afraid because no one had ever 
molested me before. When he threw 
himself against the door the bench fell 
down and he rushed into the room. I 
sprang up to hold the decor, but too late. 
He caught me by the shoulders and 
whirled me round against a table that 
my brother used for a work bench. 
It fell and scattered tools alleover the 
floor. The Mexican reached for a 
pistol that lay on another table, catch- 
ing it by the end of the barrel, and 
saying he would kill me. I was thor- 
oughly frightened, for I knew he in- 
tended to murder me. 

“I caught the handle of the pistol in 
both hands and tried to wring it out 
of his hands, at the same time trying 
to push: him out of the room. I had 
pushed him almost to the door when, 
by an almost superhuman effort, I 
succeeded in wringing the pistol from 
his hand and shoved him out. As he 
went out he caught my elbow and 
jerked me forward. My arms straigh- 
tened out, the pistol struck the door 
and accidentally went off. It was a 
44-caliber Remington. I never looked to 
see what it had done, but hastily shut 
the other half of the door. I was 
frightened almost to death. My left 
thumb was powder burned, also the 
middle fingers, in the end of which a 
gash was cut. 

“When my brother returned he found 
the Mexican dead. He at once noti- 
fied the officials, and they came and 
arrested us both, and put us in prison. 
and left us without anything to eat 
until noon the next day.”’ 

Mrs. Collier says that her real 
troubles commenced on April 3, when 
they set her brother free. No one 
can eat the prison food and live, she 
says, so her brother brought her some- 
thing every day, but the jailer, out of 
pure meanness, would go away until 
everything was cold, and it was often 
2 o'clock p. m. before she got her 
breakfast, or 10 p. m. before she was 
given supper. The guards gathered 
in front of her cell and insulted her. 
threw rocks through her windows, and 
abused her in every way. The jfailor. 
according to Mrs. Collier, had a piece 
of wood nailed inside: her-door casing 
so that she could not fasten the door, 
and was thus left exposed to the insults 
of the lowest set of ruffians on earth. 
Her brother appealed to the judge, and 
the wood was removed every day be- 
fore dark. 

The trial was held, and Mrs. Collier 
was sentenced to four years in prison. 
Appeal was taken to the - Supreme 
Court and a month ago she was re- 
moved to Hermosillo. She writes that 


on the rear seat of a small carriage 
with one guard beside her and two fac- 
ing her, all armed with rifles and pis- 
tols. They compelled her brother to 
sit with the driver, and crowded her 
until she could scarcely breathe. In 
the jail, she says, she found conditions 
worse than at the one from which she 
had been taken. Sometimes she is 
given no water for three days. Her 
husband, she claims, does not know 
what has become of her, and 
brother has spent all his monéy to help 
her, but to no avail. She says she 
tells but the simple truth, and could 
fl volumes with the story of ther 
terrible treatment. Her cell is so 
hot that she is always wet with pers- 
piration, but she is given no change of 
clothing, and consequently is ill. An 
appeal is made by her for money with 
which to relieve her condition. 


FATALLY BURNED. 


Careless Handling of Gasoline 
Causes Mrs. Rivers’s Death. 


As the result of trying to fill the 
reservoir of a lighted gasoline stove, 


fatally burned yesterday. The 


East Los Angeles, shortly before noon. 
Mrs. Rivers was preparing the noon- 
day meal for herself and three chil- 
dren, who were at school, when the 
gasoline in the stove tank gave aut, 
and she tried to replenish it without 
first taking the precaution of extin- 
guishing the fire. The result was a 
explosion. Her clothing was _ig- 
nited, and before neighbors could 
smother. the flames, she received burns 
which proved fatal a few hours later. 
The East Side fire company saved the 
building, which was only Slightly 
damaged. When the children returned 
from school they found their mother 
in the agonies of death. Mr. Rivers, 
who was absent on his duties at 
Bakersfield, was telegraphed for. 
Neighbors cared for the unfortunate 
woman until death relieved her suf- 
ferings at 3:30 o'clock. The body was 
taken charge of by Undertaker Paul. 
The Coroner will probably hold = an 
inquest over the remains~ today.

Supervisors Pass a New Game Ordi- 
nance—Superior Courts Close Out 
of Respect to the Late Judge 
Clark—Stork Trial. 


The end of the row in the Police Coms 
mission caused by the attack upon 
Commissioner Scarborough by Chief 
Glass. is not in sight. The matter will 
not be dropped, but will be again 
brought up at a special meeting of the 
commission tomorrow morning. One of} 
the commissioners stated yesterday 
that if the board allowed the matter to 
drop the public would think the board 
had been successfully bulldozed by the 
(hief, and he therefore declared that 
he would bring it up. It was learned 
yesterday that the committee of citi- 
zens appealed to the commission for 
police protection only after it had been 
refused by the Chief. An appeal was 
made to the latter Saturday, but was 
emphatically refused. One of the re- 
sults of the incident is that an officer 
has been sent to Agricultural Park to 
ascertain just what the conditions of 
affairs is there. 

The heads of city departments have 
begun filing their annual estimates of 
expenses for the next fiscal yeat 
None of those thus far filed are lower 
than the estimates of last year. 

‘Mayor Eaton is anxious that the city 
be thokoughly cleaned before the visit- 
ing teachers arrive, and work in that 
direction has been. begun by the in- 
spectors of the health department. 

The Mayor'‘has signed the prelimi- 
nary ordinance for an election at which 
water-works bonds will be voted. This 
ordinance will be published two weeks, 
after which the final ordinance may be 
adopted. 

The Board of Supervisors spent the 
forenoon yesterday in a further hearing 
of the Southern Pacific's application 
for a special ferry franchise in San Pe- 

-dro Bay. The city of San Pedro puts 
in an indirect objection to the proposed 
ferry. The matter will be taken up 
for final settlement tomorrow at 10 
o'clock. 

A new game ordinance has been 
passed by the Supervisors; designed to

THE END IS NOT YET. 


POLICE COMMISSION TROUBLE 18 
NOT TO BE OVERLOOKED. 


Action of Chief Glass Considered by 
Some as an Insult to the Whole 
Body—To Be Taken. Up Tomor- 
row — Ordinance Signed — Officer 
Sent to Park—To Clean Up. 


The row in the Board of Police Com- 
missioners caused by Chief-Glass has 
not been settled by any means. Few 
things which have happened in the 
City Hall in months have caused more 
talk than did the outbreak of the Chief, 
and there has been much in that build- 
ing in the past few months to cause 
talk. On every hand was heard the 
question as to what the result of the 
trouble would be. There will be a spe- 
cial meeting of the Police Commission 
Friday morning and the matter is cer- 
tain to be brought up, not by Mr. 
Scarborough, against whom the Chief’s 
anger was directed, but by another 
member of the board who yesterday 
asserted that he considered the action 
of the Chief a direct insult to the 
commission as a whole, whatever he 
may have intended. Just what will be 
done and just what course matters will 
take even the commissioners do not 
know at present. It is doubtful if a 
public apology from the Chief would 
wholly restore the feelings of the 


m- 
missioners, or some of them, to What 
they were before the incident/ oc- 
curred. 

Immediately after the meeting the 
commission, when the Mayor w in- 
formed of what had happened /while 


he was.in another room, he infimated 
that he did not think the matter at 
all serious. He regarded it simply as 
@ result of an unfortunate burst of 
temper and stated that he did = not 
think there would be any more atten- 
tion paid to -it. 

One of the other members of the 
commission, and not the man who 
was made the victim of the Chief’s 
anger, did not take that view of the 
matter. When asked yesterday what 
he thought of it he replied: 

“Until the matter is settled I would 
prefer that you do not use my name, 
but if you want to know what I think 
1 will tell you. I think that display of 
temper was not only uncalled for, but 
it was about as bad an example as a 
head of a department could possibly 
set for his men. We have heard that 
the Chief sometime flies into a rage at 
his men, but we received such reports 
thinking they had been exaggerated. 
but this removes all doubt as to their 
truth. The only question we have to 
settle is whether the Chief shall run 
the Commission or whether the Com- 
- mission shall give orders to the Chief. 
What was the harm of those property- 
owners coming before the Commission? 
They certainly proved that they had 
cause for complaint and that they had 
not been given police protection such 
as they had a right to expect. I re- 
gard their complaint as very proper, 
and it was none of the Chief’s busines<« 
that they chose that method of bring- 
ing it before the public. Having 
brought it there that committee cer- 
tainly did not deserve such treatment 
at the Chief's hands as they received. 
Oh no, we will not let the matter drop. 
We cannot afford to do that. The peo- 
ple would say, and rightly, too, that 
we were bulldozed: into submission. 
Such tactics do not go with us. Why, 
if the Chief had reported a patrolman 
for such conduct toward him as he 
was guilty of toward Commissioner 

rborough the commission would 

ve fired the patrolman. There wit! 

more of it Friday as sure gs Friday 
comes.” 

Commissioner Scarborough was asked 
what he intended to do about the mat- 
ter, but he declined to discuss it ray- 


* 
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ing that as he was the commissioner 
against whom the Chief's rage had been 
directed, he did not think it was proper 
for him to.“jump into print” about the 
matter. er he was through 
with he answer@d with a most em- | 
phatic “No,” but would not say what 
he. intends .to .do. 

One of the results of the row, and the 
result that the citizens who presented 
the petition for police protection 
wished for, is that an officer ‘has been 
sent to Agricultural Park, presumably 
for the purpose of securing evidence of 
the lawlessness of which the people in 
that part of the city complained. In’ 
spite of his\assertions that: he did not 
consider the matter a serious one, the 
Mayor realized that an enforcement of 
the law in the recently-annexed dis- 
trict including the park was necessary. 
Then, again, he had given his promise 
to the citizens’ committee that their 
appeal for police protection would re- 
ceive proper attention. He therefore di- 
rected Chief Glass to have an officer 
sent to that part of the city. What 
that officer’s instructions are has not 
been made public, but it is supposed 
that he had been charged with the duty 
of collecting evidence on which to base 
prosecutions if the gambling, pool-sell- 
ing and beok-making at the park con- 
tinue. 


WHY THEY APPEALED. 


At the meeting of the Police Com- 
mission Tuesday, one of the supposed 
reasons why Chief Glass lost his tem- 
per was that he thought the committee 
who appealed for police protection 
should have come to him instead of 
going to the commission; in fact, he is 
said to have asked one of the members 
of the committee why they did not 
come to him. 

Tt was learned yesterday that an ap- 
peal had been made to the Chief last 
Saturday for just what the committee 
asked the commission to grant them, 
and that the Chief had refused to take 
any action in the matter. It was only 
after this refusal by the Chief that 
the committee presented the matter to 
the commission. Furthermore, the ef- 
fort of the citizens to have Chief Glass 
put a stop to gambling at Agricultural 
Park was supported and seconded by 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. Chambers, who per- 
sonally suggested to the Chief that it 
would be well to have an officer sent 
o Agricultural Park to suppress the 

w-breaking there. 

BOWEN’S STATEMENT. 
Attorney Bowen.who acted as chair- 
ar of the committee before the Police 

Commission and to whom the Chief di- 
rected his advice for the committee to 
“keep their shirts on’’ made the fol- 
lowing statement of his appeal to the 
Chief, yesterday afternoon, when seen 
at his office: 

“I went up to police headquarters 
last Saturday afternoon for the purpose 
of consulting Assistant District Attor- 
ney Chambers relative to securing his 
co-operation in our efforts to suppress 
gambling, pool-gelling, book-making 
and- the nickel-in-theslot machines at 
Agricultural Park, and to also ascer- 
tain what ordinances there were which 
prohibited what was being done 4é@t 
that park. _ Mr. Chambers suggested 
that I. go to Chief Glass and ask him 
to have an officer sent to the park to 
put a stop to such practices. L asked 
Mr. Chamhers to accompany to the 
Chief's office and he readily consented 
but just as we were leaving his office 
some one came in and Mr. Chambers 
was detained. He said that he would 
follow me to the Chief’s office in a few 
minutes and I went there alone. I 
told the Chief what I came for, and 
suggested that two officers be sent to 
the park on Sunday to witness the vio- 
lations of the law there. He imme- 
diately and most emphatically declared 
that he did not propose to have any- 
thing to do with the matter under any 
circumstences. Then he told me that 
those who were in charge at the park 
intended to quit business in a very 
few days, and he considered it best to 
let them quit without molesting them 
as he thought that was the best solu- 
tion of the matter. I had not said‘a 
word to him about coursing and in fact 
I did not go there expecting to mention 
that matter. .The Chief, however, 
brought the coursing matter into it 
and said he did not consider coursing 


‘cruel and that he .thought it was all 


right. Mr. Chambers came in while 
he was talking. The Chief intimated 
that he thought we were a lot of fa- 
natics and repeatedly asserted that he 
would take no-action in the matter. 
Mr. Chambers also suggested that offi- 
cers be sent to the park, but the same 
reply was made to him. I told the 
Chief that I came there as a citizen, 
but that did not make any difference 
to him. No, he did not appear to be 
exactl, angry, although he said the 
position of Chief of Police put a man 
sometimes very near the warm place 
because of the numerous complaints 
that were made. 

“The first petition for presentation 
before the Commission was prepared 
Sufiday evening, and the others Mon- 
day afternoon, and we could have se- } 
cured twice as many signatures as we 
did get if we had had one more day. 
I have no feeling in this matter, my 
only desire being to put a stop to the’ 
practices at the park which have long 
been a disgrace to the city.” 

As to the Chief’s accusation that 
Commissioner Scarborough had caused.., 
the committee to appear before the 
Commission with their petition, Mr. 
Bowen said: “The attack upon Mr. 
Scarborough Was unjust and unfair. I 
did see Mr..Scarborough on Monday 
but did not tell him all of what we were 
doing. I said to him that we hada 
matter that we desired to bring before 
the Police Commission and he replied 
telling me to come/‘ahead with it if I 
had anything to present. - When we 
entered the City Hall we met Mr. Scar- 
borough and entered the Mayor’s office 
with him. I suppose our appearance 
with him.caused the Chief to. think 
that he had caused us to come there. ‘ 
which is not the case. Even if he had 
I can see no har min it, for it was cer- 
tainly a matter that demanded action 
on pert of the police force.” 


ESTIMATES OF EXPENSE. 


What Some Departments Think They 
Will Need Next Year... 

There is a section of the city charter 
which makes it the duty of each head 
of a department of the city government 
to file with the City Auditor not later 
than July 15, an estimate of the ex- 
penses of his department for the fiscal 
year, Which begins July 1. These esti- 
mates are intended for the guidance of 
the Auditor in the preparation of his 
estimate of th¢g annual apportionment 
His estimate goes to 


the division of the funds among the 
several departments. Several of the 
departments turned in their estimates 
yesterday morning to the Auditor. 

The. City Attorney's estimate amounts 
to $9600, as follows: City Attorney's 
salary, $3000; salaries of assistants, 
$1800 and $1500 respectively; salary of 
Police Court deputy, $1200; salary of 
stenographer, $600; printing briefs, and 
incidental expenses, $1500. 

The City Engineer thinks he will 
need $39,685, of which the. engineer's 
salary is’ $3000; chief deputy, $1800; 
chief draughtsman, $1500; chief clerk, 
$1080; five surveyors at $4 per day, 
$6260; four draughtsmen at $4 per day, 
$5008; six draughtsmen’ at $3.50 per 
day, $6593; five transitmen at $3 per 
day, $4695; ten chainmen at $2 per day, 
$6260; car fare, 313 days, $939; sup- 
plies and stationery, $2000; extension 
of office, and furniture, $550. 

The City.Tax and License Collector 
wants $16,560, as follows: Tax Col- 
lector’s salary, $3000; two deputies, 
$2160; one deputy, $960; one license col- 


lector, $960; one license inspector, 
$960; seventeen deputies for two

Mayor’s Suggestion With Reference 
to the Coming Convention. 


“The purpose of asking the National 
Educational Association to hold its 
convention in this city was to adver- 
tise the city among an intelligent class 
of people,” said Mayor Eaton yester- 
day.

Ordinance No. 895 says: “Any per- 
son owning property aligning any 
paved or eraded street of the city of 
Los«~Angeles who shall fail to keep 
the sidewalk in front of his or her 
property along such graded or paved 
street free from weeds or other vege- 
tation except such as may be sown or 
planted for purposes of ornamentation, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in-a sum not exceeding 
$50, or shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the City Jail not exceeding 
fifty days, or shall suffer both such 
fine and imprisonment.”

The Board of Supervisors Listens to 
More Testimony on the Southern 
Pacific’s Application for a Spe- 
cial Privilege—Lawyers Do More 
Tilting. 


The fight for a ferry franchise in 
San Pedro Bay is still unended. The 
matter was resumed before the Super- 
visors yesterday morning, and, when 
the board adjourned at noon to at- 
tend the obsequies of the late Hon. W. 
H. Clark, final action was continued 
until! tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. 
The Southern Pacific is as eager as 
ever that Muir be granted the’ special 
privilege he asks for, and the Terminal 
Railway as persistent in its opposi- 
tion. The same sort of tilts and scrim- 
mages between attorneys of the cor- 
porations were indulged in yesterday as 
have enlivened the segsions of the 
board heretofore. when the question 
has been up for hearing. The only new 
| phase of the fight was the jump of 
the city of San Pedro into the fight. 

' As goon as the meeting was called 
to order Judge A. M. Stephens asked 
the privilege of speaking against the 
| proposed ferry. He gaid he had come 
not as a representative for any cor- 
poration nor for the city of San Pedro, 
' but merely in the capacity of a private 
He maintained, however, that 


citizen. 
' the granting of this franchise might 
mean something very serious to the 
citizens of San Pedro. 

“T have just been retained by that 
city,”’ said he, “for the express pur- 
pose of instituting condemnatory pro- 
ceedings in order to get access to the 
water front there. If the franchise is 
granted, it will give an absolute and 
exclusive right to the Southern Pacific 
to carry passengers across the bay 
for a mile on either side of the land- 
ings, and it would be unlawful for 
any others, free or for money; to carry 
passengers within that limit. This 
work a hardship to 
many of the citizens of San Pedro. 
Now, the landing of the proposed ferry 
is not in front of the city, but three- 
quarters of a mile above. No one 
would want to walk that distance to 
take the ferry, but that it exactly 
what he would have to do, unless. he 
owned his own boat.” 

At this point Mr. Stephens read the 
statute on the subject and continued: 
“If the privilege is granted it «ill be 
impossible for even a fisherman to carry 
anybody across the bay. If Mr. Muir 
wanted to land in front of the city, 
San Pedro would doubtless fayor hfs 
appliaation hut with the la»oJdinz so 
far away, it cannot possibly serve any 
public convenience. This whole bus'!- 
ness is simply an effort to forward 


| monopoly—to foster the private inter- 


/ ests of the Southern Pacific. There are 
no inhabitants to be accommodated at 


the landing on the San Pedro side 
can only be reachei, by walking a long 
way and by trespassing on the private 
property of the Southern Pacific.” 

Mr. Stephens went on to emphasize 
the fact that San Pedro is more con- 
cerned in this matter than the rest of 
the county, and that a franchise should 


/not be granted thet would accommo- 
date only part of the public. 


At this point. Mr. Bibson, the South- 


‘ern Pacific attorney, made allusion to 


the fact that ferries can be operated 
without franchises and instanced the 
one owned by the Southern Pacific run- 
ning from Oakland to San Francisco. 
Mr. Stephens turned the point to sup- 
port his contention by replying that 
such might be the case if the ferry were 
actually a public convenience, but that 
the proposed ferry at San Pedro could 
accommodate only part of the public, 
was a long distance froma public 
highway and was situated in the mid- 
dle of a large sheet of water, on a high 
embankment. 

At this juncture Mr. Stephens re- 
ceived a telephone message from San 
Pedro asking him to present the mat- 
ter to. the board in behalf of the city 
and ask for a further postponement 
of final action. 

“Mr. Stephens, don’t you believe,” 
asked Deputy District Attorney Wil- 
bur, “that a provision could be in- 
serted in this franchise to the effect 
that its granting should in no way in- 
,terfere with granting other ferry 
privileges?” 

Mr. Stephens thought most emphati- 
cally otherwise. He believed that the 
franchise must be granted, if granted 
all, under the provisions the 
aw. 

“Well, would you not consider this 
ferry, as proposed, to be of a public 
character?” asked Mr. Wilbur. 

“T should not consider it public un- 
less it were open to all ofthe public 
all of the time. I think that a ferry 
operated for the benefit of the pas- 
sengers of one particular’. railroad 
could not be considered public.” 

Attorney Dunn asked if San Pedro 
did not own a sixty-foot frantage on 
the bay, to which question Mr. Steph- 
ens replied that it did, but that this 
frontage was within the limit pro- 
vided by statute for the protection of 
franchised ferries. 


Mr. Gibbon then undertook to em- 
phasize Mr. Stephens’s position, and 
said: “The Board of Supervisors can- 


not grant a special privilege—which 
is identical with a franchise as far 
as it goes—and specify in that privilege 
any restrictions contrary to. statute 
limitations, and the mile limit above 


and below the landings of -franchised 
ferries means just what it says. The 
Terminal Railway runs a free 


ferry there. The people of San Pedro 
have wanted us to provide a freight 
ferry, but we could not do so until we 
obtained a landing. And the people 
themselves found that, their sixty-foot 
frontage was too far above the city 
to serve the purpose of public con- 
venience. I understand now, however, 
that proceedings are about to be in- 
stituted to condemn frontage on the 
San Pedro side, directly opposite the 
present ferry landing on Terminal 
island.” 

At this point President Davis inter- 
rupted Mr.-Gibbon and asked him to 
submit any further testimony he might 
offer, and then proceed with his argu- 
ment afterward. 

“T was just about to suggest that 
very thing,” said Mr. Gibson. ‘This 
was the gauntlet for a tilt. 

“Strange that the gentleman should 
object to arguments when he has so 
very often interrupted Mr. Stephens,” 
snapped off Mr. Gibbon. 

“Well, he was very eager to get away, 
and I wanted to give him the benefit 
of my wisdom on the law before he 
left.” 

“And doubtless he feels’ eternally 
obligated to you for his enlizhten- 
ment.”’ 

“T hope so.” 

5S. B. Hynes, general manager of the 
Terminal Railway Company, was then 
sworn, to refute ‘the wholesale on- 
slaught made last Monday by Mr.. 
Denis, who stated that the Terminal] 
service was of the poorest kind, and 
branded their locomotives as “second- 
class engines.” Mr. Hynes stated that 
he had been in the railroad business 
since 1876, and with the Terminal Com- 
pany since September, 1896. He had 
nothing to say as to the quality of his 
company’s rolling stock, but affirmed 
that their regular trains were seldom. 
off schedule time, and if their other 
trains were late, it was always due to 
the fact that they were accommodation 
trains, and were delayed on account of 
the freight traffic. He stated specifi- 
cally that the trains which Mr. Denisso 
vigorously condemned were “off time” 
.for no other reason than that they 
had waited for Hancock Banning's boat 


from Catalina, which was often late. 

rior to the settlement of the harbor 
question, he. said, the Terminal Com- 
pany. was “keeping cloBe to shore. 

Now the situation is different, and not- 
withstanding certain insinuations that 
the Terminal Company is unable to do 
business, he has just been advised 
that the manager is at liberty to draw 
upon an-account of about $75,000 for 
immediate enterprises. at 

The Southern Pacific attorneys then 
shot some hot questions at Mr. Hynes 
about the little ferry now running to 
San Pedro from the Terminal wharf. 
The witness denied that the road 
owned the boat, but admitted that so 
far as he, knew Terminal passengers 
were not required to pay any fare. 

“I believe,” said Mr. Dunn, with 
gusto, ‘‘that you are careful not to 
give the ferry any privileges which 
would sacrifice- your legal rights, and 
that you keep that ferry in such a 
legal situation that it might be pre- 
vented ftom landing at, your wharves 

t any time.” 

Mr. Hynes replied that the Terminal 
certainly tried to protect itself. 

Mr. Stocker, the Terminal’s civil en- 
gineer, was-.then put upon the stand. 
He stated that the distance of the 
proposed landing on Terminal Island 
to any houses or public highway was 
over 1500 feet, and through heavy sand, 
and that to reach it people would have 
to-go on foot. He further stated that 
the only access to the landing of the 
proposed ferry on the San Pedro side 
was over private property or by means 
of boat. 

Mr. Gibbon then produced a letter 
which he had just received from Henry 
Hawgood, a consulting engineer, to se- 
cure whose testimony the hearing was 
continued from last Monday. = Mr. 
Dunn 
“If the gentleman 
his shirt on —,” began Mr. Gibbon, 
hotly, but President Davis quickly 
quieted things down by suggesting 
that perhaps the latter was merely to 
account for Mr. Hawgood’s absence. 
It was even so. Mr. Hawgood ex- 
plained that he was consulting an 
oculist, and continuing, said: 

“It is proper I should frankly say to 
you that I am opposed to no franchise 
in particular, but to one and all, yours 
included, that may have for their lo- 
cation the territory lying beyond the 
present northern termination of the 
harbor lines, 6f in other words from 
near the north end of Smith’s Island 
to near Wilmington. This territory 
is now under consideration in com- 
pliance with the last River and Har- 
bor Act. It forms the very heart of 
the inner harbor. The present harbor 
is the channel of approach to this un- 
developed territory, wherein lie all the 
essentials of a great harbor and dock 
system. Its importance to the com- 
munity cannot be overestimated. Why 
jeopardize any of it by granting fran- 
chises, the effect of which no man can 
foretell, until the harbor lines are es- 
tablished? It can be but a little while 
before these lines are laid down. 
Surely all these franchises together are 
not of such moment to the public that 
they cannot be laid on the table for a 
few months. I am in accord with the 
editorial in last Sunday’s Times, and 
hope, the most friendly feelings note 
withstanding, none of you will be 
granted a franchise until such time as 
the harbor lines shall be established. 
Mr. Gibbon then offered to introduce 
in evidence an editorial in The Times 
of last Sunday, which he claimed was 
an indication of public feeling relative 
to the establishment of the proposed 
ferry. An objection was put in by the 
opposition, but the editorial was ad- 
mitted. 

With this the Terminal people rested 
their case, and the subjject of adjourn- 
ment was discussed at great length. 
Had not San Pedro asked to be heard 
further, the matter might have heen 
settled yesterday. There was strenu- 
ous objection to adjournment on the 
part of Mr. Gibson and Mr. Dunn, con 
the ground that ample time had al- 
ready been given for further recring 
of the application, and if San Pedro 
had anything to offer, pro or con, it 
should have been put in at that tine. 
Finally, Mr. Gibbon said he thought 
that in a matter of this -sort, .where 
the interests of the public are so vi- 
tally affected, that every opportunity 
should be given for all concerned to be 
heard. This was another gauntlet for 
a scrimmage. 

“It hardly lies in the mouth of the 
representative of the corporation re- 
sisting croachments upon its own re- 
serve tg jtalk about the rights of the 
public, remarked Mr. Gibson. 

“I tHink it does where he resists the 
encroachments of such a corporation 
as the gentlemen represent,” quickly 
replied Mr. Gibbon. 

“Well we are ready to defend that 
corporation on every occasion,”’ re- 
tored Mr. Gibson. 

“Certanly the gentleman's friendship 
for the public is very touching,” said 
Mr. Dunn, and the troubled waters had 
quieted down. 

For the purpose of assuring’ the 
Board of Supervisors that John A. 
Muir’s application is made in good faith 
and in the interest of public conven- 
ience, and necessity, Walter J. Trask, 
as attornev for Muir, sets forth under 
affidavit the intentions of Muir, pro- 
vided the special privilege.is granted, 
as follows: 

“Landings wil] be constructed at each 
of the teminal points of the proposed 
ferry, capable of safely receiving and 
dischargin ssengers, to cost not less 
than ANerry boat having three 
feet draft and a @apacity of fifty pas- 
sengers, to be run by steam or gaso- 
line, will be ecquired at a cost between 
$2000 and $3000. The boat will be man- 
aged by not less than two men and 
shall make not less than two round 
trips daily at a rate of speed not to 
exceed seven miles an hour. In ad- 
dition to the two round trips the pe- 
titioner proposes to make such other 
trips es the public convenience may re- 
quire. A ferry rate of not to exceed 10 
cents per passenger for the round 
trip will be charged, and children un- 
der five years of age will be carried 
free of charge. Although it is believed 
under the law no bond is necessary in 
connection with his application, the 
petitioner, nevertheless, offers to give 
such bond as may seem proper and de- 
sirable to the board under the circum- 
stances.”

GAME ORDINANCE. 


The Boardwf Supervisors Propose to 
Protect Game. 


The Board of Supervisors passed a 
new game ordinance yesterday morn- 
ing, without a dissenting vote. It is 
designed to protect game to a greater 
extent than heretofore, and takes effect 
July 15. Its provisions are summarized 
as follows: 

It is made a misdemeanor to shoot 
for sale or shipment, quail, bob- 
whites, partridges, pheasants, grouse, 
doves, ducks, rails or other game pro- 
tected by statute., 

Misdemeanor to shoot valley quail, 
bobwhite or mountain quail between 
January 1 and December 1. 

Misdemeanor to kil! doves between 
October 1 and July 15. 

Misdemeanor to kill male deer be- 
tween October 15 and September 15. 

Misdemeanor for one man to kill 
ae than twenty-five ducks in one 

ay. 

Violations of above provisions are 
punishable by a fine of not more than 
$500, and imprisonment for a period 
not to exceed six months.

Orange and Lemon Growers Receive 
‘g Million Dollars More Than 
for Last Year’s 
Crop. 


»~. 


Shrinkage in Bulk of the Crop More 
Than Offset by Increase in 
the Price in Eastern: 
Markets. 


Reduction of Freight Charges, but 
the Industrial Value Shows In- 
crease—Good Prospects 
for Next Year. 


The orange season ig now about 
closed, there remaining in Southern 
California probably less than 100 cars 
of the fruit.. The shipments of oranges 
and lemons to date since’November 1, 
1898, aggregate about 9900 cars, leav- 
ing the tota! output of the year to the 
close of the orange season a trifle less 
than 10,000 carloads. To. complete the 
of citrus-fruit shipments, how- 
ever, there.must be added to the above 
the lemon output of the -next four 
months, which will probably be in the 
neighborhood of -500 cars, making a 
total citrus-fruit output for the State 
for the fruit year of 10,500 cars, or over 
3,500,000 boxes. 

With the opening of the season last 
fall it was believed that the crop then 
on the trees would run to from 18,000 
to 20,000 carloads, barring accidents. 
This was probably a correct prognosti- 
cation, but unfortunately the accidents 
came. The most. important of these 
was the continued drought, in con- 
sequence of which the oranges as a 
whole were much smaller than the 
State had ever preduced. - Heretofore 
the fault of the navel orange has been 
its tendency to grow too large, and 
112, and even 96, to the box has been a 
common size. But this year very 
many oranges ranged from 250 to 300 
to the box. Had the-fruit shipped been 
of normal size the output would, prob- 
ably have reached the highest estimate. 

The second accident related princi- 
pally to lemons, and in some sections 
the loss was Very great. This was 
the series of frosts. California | was | 
ready’ to surprise herself, as well as 
the East, with a crop of lemons very 
far in excess of any previous year, 
but the frost, while not affecting ma- 
ture fruit, destroyed millions of buds 
and small lemons. Data regarding 
lemon production is far less complete 
than. that touching oranges, as the 
fruit is grown in a number of isolated 

~ gections having little relationship with 
one another. What might have been 
the output of the State but for the 
frosts no one can accurately estimate. 

The 10,500 carloads of the present sea- 
son representes a shrinkage of about 
331-3 per cent. from the preceding 
.season,-for which The Times published 

earefully-complled table, showing 
thet the average selling price of the 
citrus fruit, delivered in the eastern 
markets, Was $2.19, representing $1.29 
on board the cars in California, or, 
practically $1 ‘per. box nét to the 
grower. The value of that crop de- 
livered was over $11,000,000, the freight 
charges ‘amounted to over $4,500,000, the 
value of the crop on board cars In Cal}- 


‘ 


‘000 for the. preceding year. , 
it is evident 


fornia was aibout $6,500,000, of which 
the .growers received net about $5,000,- 
000. It was estimated that 25 per cent. 
of freight charges found its way again 
into the hands of the people of t 
State, making the industrial value of 
the citrus-fruit crop of 1897-8 to Cali- 
fornia over $7,600,000. 

A comparison of the above with the 
present season will show a great change 
in the relationship of the various items. 
The data on which the estimates for 
this year are based have not been #9 
carefully compiled, but it is believed 
that they are accurate enough to ap- 
proximate the truth. Throughout the 
closing season prices have remained 
most satisfactory, and anything re- 
sembling an orange has been in good 
demand. The same is true of lemons, 


and even at present, with Atlantic 
Coast markets demoralized by the 
heaviest lemon importations known, 


there is an advancing market for Cali- 
fornia lemons for the Middle West and 
Pacific Coast, the demand being steady 
and highly satisfactory. It is’ belleved 
that, taking the full production of the 
State in oranges and lemons for the 
current season, the average price will 


‘not be far from $2 per box on board 


cars in California. Taking this esti- 
mate, obtained by consulting a num- 
ber of experts, as the basis for ascer- 
taining the-value of the 3,500,000 boxés 
of citrus fruit of the closing; season, 
it is evident that, in spite of a shrink- 
age in bulk of 331-3 per cent., the 


value is increased to $7,000,000, a gain 


of a half million dollars in the value 
of the fruit on the cars in California. 
The freight charges show a shrinkage 
from $4,500,000 for last year to $3,150,000 
for the present yeer, and the selling 
price of the fruit in the markets Is 
$10,150,000, or a shrinkage of $850,000. 


If the basis of the industry AS seen: 


by the growers is taken, it is evident 
that they have cause to rejoice. The 


difference in the value of the crop be-" 


twecn the orchard and the cars for the 
past year has been a little over $1,000,- 
000, estimating all fixed expenses at 30 
cents per box, and this would indicate 
that the growers have received, net, for 
their fruit about $6,000, 000, against a 
little over $5,000,000 last feason, with 
a half more fruit. 


If 25 per cent. of the freight charges’ 


are paid out in Caalifornia by the rail- 
road companies, the industrial value of 
citrus fruits to the State for the past 
year has been $7,800.000, against $7,627,- 


In view of these facts, 
that California is in nd position and 
has no disposition to complain of the 
condition of the citrus-fruit industry. 
But turning to the future, it is inter- 
esting to note the possibilities of the 
coming year. Some very conservative 
persons have mede estimates of the 
next crop at 20,000 carloads. There is 
no use attempting to disguise the pros- 
pects of the output for the sake of the 
effect on the markets, and the truth ts 
that, making all due reservations for 
any possible accident to the crop, the 
prospects are for fully that quantity. 
Throughout Southern California the 
trees have been setting heavily and al- 
most everywhere there has been chats 
being developed water to protect the 
country against a repetition of the 
short supply which so reduced the crop 
this season. Last season the trees pro- 
duced over 15,000 carloads, when the 
average age of the orange trees was 
about 8&8 years and of the lemon trees 
about 5 yeers. The next crop will be 
produced by orange trees averaging 
10 years and lemon trees averaging 7 
years of age. It is estimated, with 
the orange, that those two years will 
represent an increased capacity of 
one-third, but who shall say what two 
years means to lemon trees when they 
are at the very beginning of produc- 
tion? Percentage-of Increasedproduc- 
tion is not within the power to esti- 
mate, and only the rough guess can 
be made that the output of citrus fruits 
will range somewhere from 20,000 to 
25.000 carloads. 

There ‘does not seem to be any use 
speculating in regard to the ability to 
market diel a quantity of frult. Pessi- 


mists have been decreeing 4isaster 
from overproduction from year to year 
since time began, and optimistic boom- 


Hes Pers have been overreaching themselves 


in the opposite direction, but in gen- 
eral the demand has risen to Meet the 
supply of fruits from year to year, 
because we are becoming a fruit-eating 
people and because luxuries ere becom- 
ing staples. The question of freight 
raies and the general problem of cheap 
and cfficient transportation are liable 
to arise curing coming ¢eason, 
pecially for lemons and seedling or- 
anges, but these. bridges cannot be 
crossed until they are reeched. 


SALARIES RAISED. 


Postofitice Clerks Receive Good News 
from Washington, 

The efforts of Fostmaster Mathews 
to secure an increase in the salaries of 
certain employés, has finally culmin- 
ated in fruitful results. His endeavors 
have covVered several years, and only 
by unceasing persistency was the de- 
sired object -attained. This advance 
in salary goes into effect on July 1, 
when those heretofore receiving the 
lowest salaries will have an additional 
$100 added to their yearly income. 

Recommendations were made for 
more clerks than the department saw 
proper to grant. However, the in- 
crease will aggregate $1500, including 
the installment of another utility clerk 
at a salary of $500 per annum. The 
yearly pay of the clerk at Station G 
has been changed from $100 to $200. 
Those fortunate enough to be favored 
are all old members of the postoffice 
force. and are as follows: A. G. Car- 
sen, $700 to $800, H. Amon, $690 to $700; 
R. C. Streshly, $600 to $700:. J. Janssen 
and L. E. Lampton, same: E. C. Fisher. 
clerk station G, $100 to $300; I. H. Over- 
heltzer, $600 to $700; Fannie E. Scho- 
field, stamp clerk, $800 to $900; E. Robin- 
scn, $600 to $700; Mabel Skofstad, 5700 
to $800; additional utility clerk, $500. 

Further instructions were 
that no change in grade, or ‘increase 
would be allowed during the ‘coming 
fiscal year. This ptecludes the possi- 
bility of any other officer being rranted 
a raise in salary.

ELKS AND MASONS CELEBRATE 
THE LAST RITES.

Hundreds of People View the Re- 
mains Lying in State—Rar As- 
sociation Unites With Fraternal 
Organizations in Paying Honor 
to the Dead. 


The funeral of Judge William Hovey 
Clark of the Los Angeles Superior 
Court was held yesterday. Hundreds 
of his associates in fraternal organiza- 
tions and hundreds more of his brother 
lawyers gathered to pay the last hon- 
ors to the dead. With ritualistic sol- 
emnity the Elks and the Masons cele- 
brated the funera! rites of their orders. 
, From 11:30 to 1 o’cldck Judge Clark’s 
remains lay in state in Elks’ . Hall. 
Twice he had served as past exalted 
ruler of the Elks, and the ceremonies 
were of a character befitting his prom- 
inence in the order? Beside the 310 
members of the organization present, 
other friends of the deceased, includ- 
ing delegations from the Sunset, Creel 
and California clubs, gathered for the 
public ceremonies, to such number 
that the hall was crowded. Frank G. 
Finlayson pronounced the ewogy, re- 
calling ‘the learning, the energy, the 
fidelity to public trust, and the per- 
sonal qualities of thesman who for ten 
years served as an able and impartial 
Judge. Dr. E. W. Fleming delivered 
an address upon the nature of the 
Elks, and the officers of the order 
performed their appointed part_in the 
ceremonies. 

At 1 o'clock the body was taken to 
the Masonic Temple, escorted by. the 
Elks and by several hundred members 
of the Bar Association, and preceded 
by. a band playing appropriate dirges. 
The coffin was set down in the lodge- 
room, where Masonic rites were ob- 
served by the members of Pentalpha 
Lodge, No. 202, F. and A.M., of which 
Judge Clark was a member, and lay 
there afterward while a stream of peo- 
ple passed through the hal! to view 
the remains.

MUELLER Al APPEALS. 


Thinks Fifty Dollars Too Mueh for 
Breaking a Nose. 

Charles Mueller, a fancier of grey- 
hounds, who brutally assaulted Fred 
B. Jamisoh on the 20th inst., for trying 
to rid himself of annoyance by Muel- 
ler’s dogs, was adjudged guilty of bat- 


tery by Justice Austin yesterday, and } 


sentenced to pay a fine of $50 or go to 
jail for fifty days. Mueller did neither, 
bu: filed an appeal bond for the pur- 
pose of carrying the case to the Super- 
ior Court. 

The testimony at the trial showed 
that three of Mueliler’s hounds chased- 
Jamison while he was speeding down 
Los Angeles street on a bicycle. As 
he could not outrun the dogs, he dis- 
mounted and shied a stone at them in 
order to drive them away, as it was 
very annoying to be chased by the fleet 
animals as though he were a jack rab- 
bit at Agricultural Park. 

Mueller did not think it worth while 
to call off his dogs, but when he aw 
Jamison throw a stone at them, he ap- 
proached the cyclist and demanded in 
an angry voice how he dared to throw 
stones at his pets. Jamison made a 
reply in justification of his- act, but the 
explanation was unsatisfactory tp the 
owner cf the dogs. Before Jamison 
could remount his wheel and. ride 
away, Mueller struck him a _ violent 
blow in the face and broke his nose. 
after which he called his dogs and 
walked off, leaving the dazed bicyclist 
lying in the street. The brutality of 
the act was al! the more pronounced 
owing to the disparity between the 
physiques of the two men, Jamison be- 
ing small and delicate, while Mueller 
is of robust build. 

Mueller pleaded self-defense, at his 
trial, by alleging that Jamison had 
threatened him with a rock. He also 
contended that Jamison stoned the dogs 


of guilty and the severe penalty im- 
posed, shows how little stock the court 
took in Mueller’s theory of self-defense.

$226,000,000 of gold, the amount pon 
mated to be outstanding is $724,000,000, 
fully one-half of which is held by 
banks. It is known to every person 
who keeps in touch with the country’s 
finances. that heretofore the Treasury 
was placed in a bad way dyring gold- 
exporting periods, as.the custom Was 
to make withdrawals by means of 
greenbacks. The result was that the 
Treasury’s stock was greatly reduced. 
What might be’ considered a-remark- 
able circumstance, with this large stock 
of gold outside of the Treasury, is the 
fact that all but about $20,000,000 of. 
the paper money is also outstanding. 
This country has the enormous sum of 
$1,100,000,000 of paper money, all of 
which seems to be actively employed, 
so that the Treasury is getting very 
little besides gold in the payments 
made to it. It is anly necessary to 
compare the amounts of small bills in 
circulation today with those of a year 
ago to prove that the mills, factories“ 
and workshops are more active, and 
that commerce and industry in general 
are enjoying a period of unexampled 
prosperity. Business activity means 
that money is more generally distrib- 
uted. and that small bills are in 
greater demand. “A year ago, for ex- 
ample, about $878,000,000 of notes in de- 
nominations ranging from $1 ta $20 
were out, whereas on May 831 of this 
year $928,000,000 were outstanding. This 
is equiyalent.to- a gain of néarly $50,- 
000,000.in a single year. When the fact 
that more small notes are now out- 
standing than ever before in the his- 
tory of the country is taken into con- 
sideration, the importance of this gain 
becomes apparent, The demand 
for small currency is more urgent than 
it ever was before. To supply their 
requirements, the people have been 
sending notes of larger denominations 
to the Treasury to be exchanged for 
small bills. The statement Jhas been 
made that in addition to the inprease {n 
trade the demand for smaller’currency 
is due to a great extent to the fact 
that more actual money is needed now 
than before the law requiring revenue 


« stamps to be placed on checks became 


operative. It was the custom of many 
manufacturers through the country to 
pay part of the salaries of employés 
by checks. As they are now compelled 
to affix stamps, they have abandoned 
the check-payment plan and make their 
payments in cash. Of course, outside 
of the institutions that send it, the 
destination of the gold now being ex- 
ported is not definitely. known. The 
most plausible theory advanced, how- 
ever, is that the gold is. shipped for 
the purpose of swelling European re- 
serves.

TWO RACES MEET TO DISCUSS THE 
“RACE PROBLEM.” 


Address by Dr. Conger on Recent 
Southern Observations—Lamanda 
Park and North Pasadena Organ- 
izing Against the Saloon—Real 
Estate Sales. 


PASADENA, June 28.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The announcement that the 
“racé probletn’’ would be discussed by Rev. 
FP. L. Conger, D.BD., who has just returned 
from a visit to the South, and other places, 
drew a large number of people to the Uni- 
versalist Church this evening. Many col- 
oread people were in attendance, and their 
interest in the discussion was great. Dr. 
Conger said that back of this problem were 
three great forces—200 years of slavery on 
one side, 200 years of mastery on another, 
with the great principle of. freedom, the 
basis of our institutions, as the third. Four 
millions of _negroes were suddenly given 
their liberty without anybody being ready 
for it. What the conditions were, it is 
hard for anybody who has always lived 
in’ the North, to realize. The slave didn’t 
know what todo with hie freedom, and 
the master didn't know what to make of it. 
The fourteenth and fifteenth dmendments 
to the Constitution, which were designed to 
establish the true relation between them, 
have failed to do so. , 

Dr. aged did not attempt to solve the 
problem off-hand, but he eaid he witnessed 
some facts bearing upon the question, dur- 
ing his recent visit, which northern people 
should ponder unon. One of these is the 
feeling of bitterness against the colored 
race, still prevailing among the whites’ of 
the South. Dr. Conger described an episode 
that occurred on an electric car, on which 
he was riding. The motorman ran down 
and injured a colored man. “Oh, he’s only 
a nigger, and the more of them killed, the 
better,”’ he heard white people eay in cold 
blood, and he heard the same sentiment 
expressed many times during his trip. He 
was surprised to see so much improvement 
in the colored people, considering their. con- 
dition and antecedents. They arq doing 
@ great deal for themselves. While many 
of the accounts of outrages committed: by 
vicious negroes are true, it must be remem- 
bered that these stories come from preju- 
diced sources, and are generally exaggerated. 
The doctor spoke of recent instances wherein 
Wrong impressions*had been given to the 
world by the published accounts of the 


crimes of negroes, who had not done what | 


had been attributed to them, and, puso. 
had acted in self-defense. These bad negroes 
are guilty of many offenses, but there is 
mo excuse for mob violence against them, 
when all the courts and legal machinery 
are in the hands of the whites. The lynch- 
ing 19 not the solution of the race problem, 
said. oker T. Washington, their 
ablest champion cf the colored people, 
summed it up when he told his brethren 


that their salvation lies in themselves. ‘You 
must prove yourselves erits."’ 
“That's what we w&nt a fair ahce to 


do,” said a colared woman in the/audience. 
_. Révy. William. Jones, who/was bred 
in Alabama, described some of 
by which the whites retained 
trol. He said that under the new régime 
of sharp practice, few colored men get 
into office 6r on juries in the Southern 
States. Politically, the colored man is non- 
existent. He has no influence save as the 
white man wills. If white factions quarrel, 
a they bring out the colored vote, 
put if the whites are united against the 
blacks, the blacks are disfranchised as ef- 
fectively as the Chinaman is in this State. 
When e alternate hour for the negro to 
vote comes around, on elécton day, the 
w hour may be used up in challenges. 
In me precincts where the colored vote 
would be overwhelming, the election officers 
often fail to open the polls at all, It would 
take till morning. to tell of all the tricks, 
said Mr. Jones. He thought the white man 
would always find a way to hold domina- 
tion over the black man or the yellow man, 
whether in California, where the Chinese 
are disfranchised, or in the South or in the 
Philippines. The general sentiment of the 
meeting was that the race problem is not a 
politica! question, but a social and indus- 
trial problem. 


AGAINST SUBURBAN SALOONS. 


So much success has been achieved in 
banishing saloons and “blind pigs’’ from 
Pasadena, that a movement has been started 
to outlaw the liquor business now carried 
on in the immediate suburbs, particularly at 
North Pasadena and Lamanda Park. Under 
a law of the State, approved March 31, 
1891, the temperance people of these com- 
munities are organizing sanitary districts. 
These sanitary districts are empowered by 
the statute’ to ‘“‘make and enforce all neces- 
sary and proper regulations for suppressing 
disorderly and disreputable resorts,’’ and 
to. ‘determine the qualifications of persons 
authorized to sell liquors;’’ and it is fur- 
ther provided by the law, that ‘‘no license 
to keep a saloon or to sell liquors at retail 
shall be operative in any sanitary district 
unless the same is approved by the sanitary 
board of the district.”’ 

Last evening, at a meeting held at the 
home of E. W. Pasko in Lamanda Park, it 
was decided to organize a sanitary district 
of the same size as the Lamanda voting pre- 
cinct. This afternoon a meeting was held 
in the North Pasadena Methodist Church 
and it was voted to start such a district in 
These organizations will 
come before the Board of: Supervisors for 
ratification, and when they have been Conm- 
pleted according to law, they will.submit 
the question of saloons or no saloons to the 
voters of their precincts. If directors 
favorable to prohibition are chosen, the 
suburban ealoons will have to shut up shop. 

A significant episode in Pasadena today 
was the carting-off by a Los Angeles brew- 
ery wagon of three big beer coolers from 
as many closed galoons. The Marshal 
chuckled as he saw the melancholy proces- 
sion of exiled refrigerators move. dowf the

POSTMASTER DEXTER REFUSES TO 
SIGN OF FICE APPLICATION. 


Declines to Certify to Certain Facts 
on the Remarkable Ground That 
it Would Cause Loss of Business 
and Prevent Free Delivery. 


SANTA MONICA, June 28.—[Regular Corre- 
spondénce.] People in South Santa Monica‘ 
want to know why they can’t have a postof- 
fice. There have within the past year or two 
been plenty of promises of one, but no ful- 
fillment. According to recent developments 
the fault does not lie so much at Washington 
as with some people at home, 

Several weeks ago a petition praying for a 
postoffiice at Ocean Park, which is another 
name for South Santa Moni¢a, was sént to 
the Postoffice Department. An investigation 
of the matter was afterward made by Post- 
office Inspector Flint of Los Angeles, and he 
recommended that a postoffice be established 
as asked for. The department sent to L. B. 
Osborne of South Santa Monica a printed 
blank to be filled out and returned. The blank 
was filled out with the desifed information, 
showing the location of the proposed postoffice 
with relation to others, the estimated number 
of people to be: accommodated by it, and so 
forth. At the bottom of the blank was a 
space to be occupied with a certificate of 
the postmaster of the nearest postoffice, af- 
firming that to the best of his knowledge and 
belief the statement was correct. The Santa 
Monica postoffice being the one nearest to the 
proposed Ocean Park location, Postmaster 
George B. Dexter of that office was asked to 
sign the certificate, but he refused to do so. 

In explanation of his refusal to certify that 
the statement is true, Postmaster Dexter says 
‘that if a postoffice were established at Ocean 
Park it would cut down the gross receipts of 
the Santa Monica postoffice, and thereby de- 
lay the establishment of free-delivery service 
in Santa Monica. He says that the gross re- 
ceipts must exceed $10,000 per year in order 
to have free delivery. Dexter further says 
that there is nothing to hinder somebody in 
South Santa Monica making an arrangement 
to rent a few mail boxes to individuals and 
keep mail for South Santa Monica at his 
place, he coming to the postoffice for it twice 
per day. Dexter says that a large number of 
people in parts of town remote from the 
ostoffice are at present having their mail de- 
ivered to them by their grocers, and that 
some of the South Side people don’t want a 
postoffice there. 

The number of people that would be accom- 

modated by a postoffice at Ocean Park is es- 
timated at 600 all-the-year-round residents 
and 2600 summer population. That part of 
Santa Monica has been growing rapidly of 
late and a large number of houses have been 
built there Within the past year. There are 
244 cottages -fronting on the beach and many 
more behind them. « 
' It is probable that the South Side people, if 
they were to express their personal choice 
for postmaster there, would not speak unani- 
*mously for Mr. Osborne, the applicant for 
postmaster on the petition to which Dexter 
refused to certify, But the matter of post- 
mastership is a secondary consideration, and 
the question as to who shall have the office 
seems to be almost lost sight of in the de- 
mand that there shall be a postoffice. 

The influence through which Dexter got the 
postmastership last year. is credited to the 
Jones people, who are in tontrol of the mu- 


( nicipality, and the Joneses rather than Dex- 


ter are getting the blame for Dexter’s refusal 
to certify that Osbonmne’s statement was true, 
Dexter speaks. lightly of the $100 or $200 re- 
duction in his yearly salary that the estab- 
lishment of a postoffice at Ocean Park would 
effect, and it would therefore probably be un- 
fair to charge him with refusing to sign the 
certificate because it would. cut his wages. 
The Joneses have no great holding in South 
Santa Monica, but they have large interests 
in what is called Santa Monica proper. 

' It appears that under the present condi- 
tions no sub-station can be established at 
South Santa Monica. In a recent letter to 
Congressman Watters from the Postoffice De- 
partment, it is stated that sub-statiopns a 
established in connection with fr elivery 
offices only. Santa Monica is a postoffice of 
the third class and, as no allowance for clerk 
hire can be made at third-class postoffices, 
except for separating service, there is no 
fund for maintaining a sub-station. 

The gross receipts of the Santa Monica 
postoffice for the year ending June 30, 1898, 
were $5277.82. The postmaster’s salary is 
$1700, out of which sum he must pay for the 
regular clerk hire. For several years past 
the government has allowed $100 per year ex- 
tra clerk hire for the extraordinary business 
during the summer seasons. 

Postoffice Inspector Flint was seen at his 
office in Los An@eles today and was asked 
about the Ocean Park matter. 

“It is the policy of the government,’’ said 
Mr. Flint, ‘‘to consolidate postoffice business 
whenever suca consolidation does not work 
an undue hardship on the people served. In 
the case of South Santa Monica, however, 
there. is a large and growing community 
comparatively remote from a stoffice, and 
it would seem to be quite a hard@ship on the 
people there to compel them to travel the 
mile and over in order to get their mail. I 
fail to see that the establishment Of a post- 
office at Ocean’ Park would at all hinder the 
inauguration of free-delivery service in Santa 
Monica. It is true that the gross receipts of 
a postoffice must amount to $10,000 per year 
before the government will give free delivery, 
but there is another way in which that may 
be accomplished in this instance.: If a post- 
office were opened in Ocean Park it would 
be within the city limits of Santa Monica. 
Under such circumstances as.soon as the 
gross receipts of the Santa Monica postoffice 
amounted to $8000 per year that office would 
be transferred from third to second class. 
After that has been accomplished, at any 
time when the total gross receipts of the two 
offices exceed $10,000, the Ocean Park post- 
office may be charged into a sub-station and 
free-delivery service may be had. 

“It is my earnest desire to give the people 
in my territory the best postal service pos- 
sible, but at the same time it is my duty to 
protect the postmasters and the revenues of 
their offices.”’
